BREEDS. 

Of  th(>  several  lirtH'ils— IliMiize,  White.  Huff.  Narragaiisett,  eto. — the  first  two 
are  the  most  iMipular  and  |irontalih>  varleth'S.  They  art;  also  the  largest.  The 
standard  \v<>l)!hts  of  Itronze  are:  For  toin.  'j:i  ll>. ;  hen,  20  lli. :  young  toni,  23  lb.; 
laillet,  I'i  III.  IndlrhUnil  turkeys  have  been  produced  weighing  over  45  lb.  Tbis, 
however.  Is  an  abnormal  weight,  and  such  speeluiens  are  generally  too  large  for 
breeding  iiurposes. 

LOCATION   AND   EQUIPMENT. 

Althongli  turkeys  have  been  and  are  being  profitably  reared  in  moist  elliuates, 
I  >t  localities  where  the  rainfall  Is  slight,  such  as  the  Okanagau  Valley,  SSiinllkauieen, 
Kast  and  West  Kootenay,  northern  Ilrltish  Coluinbla,  along  the  Skeenn  Itivcr, 
N«vhako,  Itulkley  Valley,  and  the  Boundary,  are  more  favourable  sites  for  successful 
tnrkey-ralslng.  In  the  above-mentioned  districts  large  quantities  of  grasshoppers, 
etc..    ire  present,  and  naturally  provid;'  a  great  deal  of  the  turkeys'  sustenance. 

Very  little  e<iui|iment  Is  needi'd  by  tliii.se  engaging  in  this  branch  of  poultry-work. 
Coops  for  S(>ttlng  hens,  ami  later  to  act  as  shelters  for  the  young  poults,  are  needed. 
I'or  mature  sto(k,  a  cheaply  constructed,  open-fronted  shed  Is  all  that  is  reiiuired. 
When  turkeys  roost  in  trees  or  on  buililiiigs.  in  locations  where  no  vermin,  such  as 
coons,  lynx,  or  large  owls,  are  present,  it  Is  a  good  plan  to  encourage  this  course, 
e.vept  in  exceptionally  severe  weatiii'r.  .\  wire  corral  placinl  aroniul  outdoor 
roosliug-ipiarters  is  excellent  protection  from  coyotes. 


MATING  AND   BREEDING. 

Quite  a  number  of  successful  breeders  ni.ite  young  tonis  to  fully  m,,.ured  young 
females,  but  it  is  inucii  safer  for  beginners  to  mate  young  loins  or  toms  to  two  year-old 
females.  The  number  of  females  to  mate  depends  on  the  male  bird.  From  tlve 
to  U-ii  females  Is  the  general  rule.  AVliere.  however,  it  is  not  tlie  intention  of  the 
owner  to  keep  males,  the  females  may  l)e  placed  with  neighhonr's  male  for  a  few- 
days  during  the  bi-eeding  season.  This  practice  should  not  be  encouraged,  however, 
on  account  of  infection  by  the  s<-onrge  "black-head."

DISEASES.

If  posMllile,  all  stm  k  mIkiiiM  be  iHiiiKht  on  approval, 
n  month  behiR  none  too  lonK.  The  tirHt-mentloned  disease  Is  found  aniont;  turkeys 
In  nraetU-ally  all  parts  of  the  world,  and.  "wlm!  lo  Us  liisldlonsiu'ss,  Is  almost  lmp<is- 
sllile  to  contt-nd  with  sueeessfnily. 

Turkeys  of  all  ages  are  liable  to  Inft-etlon,  and,  as  before  UM'iitloned.  the 
quarterH  of  eomiuon  fowls,  or  soil  wldeh  has  been  overrun  by  them  for  any  lenRlli 
of  time,  make  very  proUtle  breedlns-iinarters  fcir  this  disease.  .Many  so-ealled  eures 
for  black-heail  have  Ik  'n  exploited,  but,  ho  far,  have  been  successrnl  only  in  part. 
The  disease  generally  Is  too  far  advaneed  to  give  the  breeder  a  llglitliitf  rlianee  to 
save  the  vletlni.  It  Is  extremely  doubtful  whether  any  stork  onee  Infecteil  with  this 
disease  should  be  kept.  The  bowels  and  liver  are  the  parts  most  generally  aft'e<ii'il. 
In  ull  eases  this  Is  ni'eompanled  by  n  discharge  of  yellowlsli-green  diarrliu'a.  and 
11  marked  thirst  Is  noticeable.  All  sick  fowls  shonlil  be  Imniedialely  killed  :iiid 
burned,  the  quarter:  cleaned  aiul  disinfected,  the  droppings  burned,  and  yards  limed 
and  turned  over. 

The  same  proc  Ufe  should  take  place  should  tuliercniosis,  enteritis,  or  cholera 
appear  nmongi  In   all   of   these  contagious  diseases  the  yellowish   or 

grtH'nIsh  diarrl  .     it  are  present.    Iloup  more  often  attacks  hlrd.s  that  are 

neglected,  alK  m  ai,iongst  their  own  or  eoinnion  fowl  nninure,  and  those 

that  are  kept  and  damp,  dark   quarters.    Illrds  suffering   with   this 

dlseas»>  have  th.  ^niptoms  shown  by  hunnin  beings  when  suffering  from  severe 

colds.  Fever  Is  present,  the  nostrils  exude  a  slimy  pus,  and  oftentimes  the  eyes  are 
closed  by  a  cheesy  growth  <ir  canker,  or,  strictly  speaking,  dliihtheritic  rouii.  The 
birds  generally  appear  listless  and  huddle  in  corners.  Infested  birds  should  be 
Instantly  quarantined  In  dry.  light  quarters,  and  imnie<llately  doctoreil,  .V  do.se  of 
KiLsoni  salts  should  be  first  administered,  about  a  teasiKiimful  being  tlie  right 
quantity  iht  bird,  yuinlne  ca|isnles  of  No.  1  size  given  every  two  or  three  days  are 
very  helpful.  The  nostrils  should  be  pres.sed.  and  all  matter  removed  wiih  a  rag. 
which  .should  he  burned.  A  .solullon  of  iiernianganate  of  potash,  some  patent  dis- 
infectant, or  Seller's  antiseptic  tablets  should  then  be  injected  up  eacli  nostril.  .\ll 
sick  birds  should  be  fed  on  soft,  wet  mash  only.  The  drinUliig-wati  r  of  all  tlie 
birds  should  be  disinfected  with  permanganate  of  potash  regularly  as  a  tlrst-cl.iss 
lirevenfatlve.
